In ills chairman’s review of the Packaging 
Standard Council’s (PSC) Half Year 
Report, Lord CliiUon-Davis says that it is 


independent advice in the often confused 
and confusing world of packaging" (see page 4). He talks of 
the PSC’s closer links established with consumer groups as 
well as a considerable presence in the media. 

Bearing in mind this success, it is sad that in his 
report, Lord Clinton-Davis has to once again return to the 
subject of funding. The reduction in support from Incpen 
(The Industry Council for Packaging and the Environ¬ 
ment) has now been confirmed and industry response to 
requests for funding is said to have been mixed. 

“This is a parlous situation," says Lord Clinton- 
Davis. “The PSC has been welcomed by bodies ranging 
from government to packaging manufacturers and retail¬ 
ers and to environmental and consumer groups. Its role is 
consistent with the government's work on packaging, in 
particular the work on minimisation complements Mr 
Glimmer's requirements for producer responsibility.” 

With the publication of the PSC’s Code of Practice 
for the Packaging of Consumer Goods and an increasingly 
high profile, tne PSC now needs to attract additional 
funds. Some additional funding has been secured from 
industry bodies and even an individual company, but to 
widen its activities, more money is required. 

Contributors so far include the Alliance for Beverage 
Cartons in Europe, Wine & Spirits Association, Scotch 
Whisky Association, Metal Packaging Manufacturers 
Association, British Plastics Federation, British Carton 
Association and Plysu pic. 

It is surely in everyone's interest for the PSC to not 
only continue its current programme but also to expand 
its activities. As packaging gains a higher profile in the 
media and general public's minds, the need for an indepen¬ 
dent body becomes more and more important. Yes, of 
course, government support would be an ideal solution, 
and one that consumer groups have tried to encourage, 
but the likelihood of this is, as we all know, remote. 

The PSC has demonstrated that it is a ‘friend’ to the 
consumer by not shirking from tackling companies to per¬ 
suade them to improve ‘bad’ packaging. Let’s face it, we all 
know it exists. But, and more importantly from the pack¬ 
aging chain’s point of view, the PSC has also defended 
'good' packaging to complainants. 

The Code of Practice has gained a particular welcome 
from Trading Standards Officers, who find it a useful way 
to fill the gap between their area of responsibility for 
upholding strict legislation on packaging in areas such as 
misrepresentation and complaints they may receive about 

packaging in less well-defined areas such ns _ 

openability or excessive packaging. | |p | |§P

Razor infeed gives 
sharper changes 


An infeed system that provides 
positive handling of flow 
wrapped disposable razors 
while at the same time allowing 
quick changes between colla¬ 
tion formats has been devel¬ 
oped by Assi Doman 
Packaging Machine Systems 
Ltd and supplied with a System 
1200 wraparound casepacker to 
Gillette (UK) at blcwortlt. 

The system is believed to 
be the only one of its type and 
can handle collations of 5 x 4 x

throughout the infeed opera¬ 
tion and, says AssiDnmhn, can 
be used for other flexible pri¬ 
mary packs, in various colla¬ 
tions, that require loading into 
corrugated transit cases. 

Individual flow wraps 
arriving on the infeed convey¬ 
or, in a single line, are trans¬ 
ferred through 9Qdeg and 
assembled into a single row 
collation 5x4 deep via an 
indexing lowerator.

The sample included key buyers 
from food and drinks companies - two- 
thirds of total packaging consumption - 
and manufacturers of confectionery, 
cosmetics, pharmaceuticals, toiletries 
and household chemicals. 

Significantly, two-thirds of the buyers 
surveyed expected to see a decrease in 
the number of packaging suppliers they 
deal with over the next year. Nearly 
half of them come from organisations 
with annual packaging expenditures 
exceeding £20 million. 

The main appeal of packaging focus

How to create innovation and benefit 
from technological developments in 
packaging is one of the four mam themes 
for the workshops programme. Separate 
sessions will be held for industry sectors 
and products. 

Running the ‘Innovation’ workshop on 
drinks packaging will be John Thomson, 
Managing Director of drinks industry 
consultants, Zenith International. He says 
the priority must be innovation which is 
market-led and profit-driven. 

His workshop will focus on a number 
of key questions such as how can 
packaging innovators respond to the trend 
towards premium and lifestyle products 
in beer and soft drinks. Also, what are the 
new ideas in multi-packaging of drinks? 

John will lead a lively debate about 
the advances in material technology and, 
perhaps more controversially, about the 
European scene. Will Europe be a 
standard market or a series of niche 
markets and packaging diversity? 

Workshops 2 

Focus on 
‘Green' costs 

The environment is a major packaging 
Issue, affecting different material sectors 
in different ways. The workshops 
programme has therefore been organised 
to Include separate sessions on plastics, 
paper and board, glass and metals. 

Each, however, will use the theme 
The environment at minimum cost and 
tor maximum competitive advantage. 

Running the metals workshops will be 
John May, Marketing Manager of British 
Steel Tinplate, and Alex Griffin. National 
Manager, ACRA. John says drinks cans, 
food and petfood cans, paints, aerosols 
and other steel-based containers account 
for two out of every three metal cans on 
UK retailers' shelves. 

The workshop will look at the 
environmental profile of steel cans, 
including recycled metal content, 
and at the relative merits of recovery 
systems and competing objectives. 

"The aim is to discuss all the issues 
interactively and then compare delegates’ 
conclusions with the steel packaging 
recovery plan," said John. 





Workshops 3 

Dogma versus reality 

“The dogma suggests that partnership is 
a panacea to drive business forward," 
said Alan Cooley, of PMMS Consulting, 
who will lead the series of workshops on 
partnerships. 

"The reality is that what businesses 
are really seeking are effective business 
relationships that are dearly defined, 
measurable and which genuinely 
stimulate, drive and deliver change, 
and so improve the long-term viability of 
both customer and supplier." 

Alan will run separate workshops for 
various sectors including food, drink, 
pharmaceuticals, toiletries and household 
goods. Each will focus on the questions: 
What is an effective business 
relationship? When and where should 
such relationships be the prime focus? 

Why do the vast majority of purchasers 
treat the word ‘partnership’ with 
considerable scepticism? 

Workshops 4 

Price trends - 
Where now? 

After a turbulent period arising from the 
international recession, the packaging 
industry now faces a new challenge so 
far as pricing is concerned: can the rising 
costs of raw materials, and hence of 
converted packaging, be passed on? 

This critical question will come under 
special scrutiny in a series of industry 
sector workshops run by Rowena Mills, 
Chairman and Chief Executive of RMA. 

She said: "There has been intense 
turmoil in the past few years as the 
effects of recession have been felt in trie 
world markets. With decreased demand, 
raw material prices fell. But now as 
countries move out of recession, prices are 
starting to move up." 

“The key problem facing 
manufacturers,” she added, “was how they 
could pass on any cost-based increases 
while under extreme pressure from major 
customer groups, pressurised as they are 
by the supermarkets, to hold prices." 

Rowena will be holding separate shops 
for various Industries Including plastics, 
metals, glass, paper and board. 

Workshops 5 

Coping with 
special needs 

Britain's increasingly ageing population 
poses a challenge for the industry. With 
poorer vision and reduced physical ability, 
elderly consumers can experience 
difficulty reading Information on pack 
and opening products. 

This important issue will be the 
subject of a special workshop run by 
Jane Moore and Ken Mul hoi land from 
the Institute of Grocery Distribution, 
which has been involved in a number of 
age-related packaging initiatives. 

Said Jane: "The elderly are a significant 
and growing part of the consumer market 
and we have to address their special needs 
if we are to meet their expectations. In the 
workshop, we will be looking at how the 
industry can enhance product appeal at 
the same time as improving legibility and 
operability for the elderly," 

Two other special workshops during 
packaging focus '94 will highlight specific 
issues: ‘Packaging and the Decision 
to Buy’ and ‘Technology in Design -

The two bodies 
amalgamated in 1958 under the 
official title of the British Glass 
Manufacturers Confederation, 
which is more commonly 
known as British Glass (BG). 

Dr Bill Cook joined at this 
time as director genera) after a 
career with ICI which spanned 
27 years, several countries and 
various technical and commer¬ 
cial roles. This technical track 


in technical research excellence 
for the European glass indus¬ 
try. Political lobbying forms a 
major part of BG’s work, as 
with other associations, but Dr 
Cook emphasises that without 
the technical back-up. this 
could not take place. 

"A great deal of legislation 
and issues facing our industry 
have a high technical con¬ 
tent,’' he says, “so it is impor¬ 
tant that we have the lobbying 
and technical expertise in- 
house to deal with this.” 
Emissions control and soda 
ash production are Just two of 
the major subjects tackled by 
BG over recent months. 

BG has also been busy lob¬ 
bying on environmental issues. 
It was a member of the original 
Copae‘organisation as well as 
currently working in the PRG 
process. “One of our strengths 
in this area is that we set up our 
bottle bank scheme many years 
ago, and with recycling rates of 
30 per cent last year, we arc 
well on the way to meet our 
target of 50 per cent by the end 
of the decade,” says Dr Cook.

Swindon students show design pedigree 


Vast numbers of prizes 
are always won by 
Swindon College's 
students in the lOP’s 
Student Starpack 
Awards . This summer, 
Gall Lea visited its 
final year show to find 
out more about how the 
college prepares Its 
students for the future 

Visitors to Swindon College, 
School of Art & Design's final 
year show this summer saw 
not only the laresi work of the 
BTEC HND Packaging 
Design students, but also 
learnt that a BA (Hons) 
degree course - validated by 
Cranfield University - will 
run from this Autumn. 

According to course 
leader, Rod Simmonds, the 
degree course will put more 
emphasis on research based 
around design parameters and 
provide more in-depth knowl¬ 
edge to students in, for 
instance, areas such as cad, 
materials and marketing. 

“We expect degree stu¬ 
dents to show greater ambition 
in terms of career development 
rather than just wanting to 
learn to be a good designer,” 
he told Packaging News. 

Based on a common core 
of visual, historical and critical 
studies, the degree course 


offers a choice of one or three 
specialist pathways: graphic 
design, packaging design nr 
illustration. In each pathway, 
emphasis is placed on profes¬ 
sional practice and close links 
with industry are fostered, 
underpinned by Business and 
Professional Practice studies. 

In each of rhe three years, 
study of a foreign language and 
exchanges with European 
countries arc included, which 
are said to prepare students for 
work in an increasingly inter¬ 
national market. 

The HND Diploma course 
will continue to run at the col¬ 
lege, a course which since it 
was inaugurated in 1987, has 
established a high reputation in 
the packaging field. Past stu¬ 
dents arc now working in all 
areas of packaging and related 
design industries. 

Specifically, the course 
aims to produce young creative 
designers who have an aware¬ 
ness of marker, production and 
environmental considerations 
which they can apply in three 
design areas; 

• Design consultancy 

• Packaging manufacture

Even while packaging was 
set to overtake building as 
the biggest UK user of plas¬ 
tics, glass was proving that it 
had plenty of benefits and 
imaginative design possibili¬ 
ties of its own. 


T he l .iW-llini; of Food Regulations, first laid 
htfnrc parliament in Dca-inher ‘67, were 
raising a Murm of protest early the folluw- 
iii|' year. The provisions, when put into 
effect in January 1971, would significantly 
add in the cum of packcJ food, said critics. “In 
fact, the regulations appear to be yet another club 
fashioned by the government to beat to death its 
own prices and inciiiucs policy," PN growled in 
its February' ‘68 front page lead. 

Plastics accounted for ten per cent of money 
spent on packaging in Europe,delegates were told 
at a conference at the beginning of 1968. These 
materials were no longer considered to be novel¬ 
ties, and research among housewives, comparing 
findings from six years before, found that plastics 
packaging was no longer considered to add to the 
final cost of a product. 

But glass was fighting back with new designs 
and marketing strategies. Now-fantilinr packs 
appearing on the scene for the first time included 
the Teacher's scotch whisky clear glass bottle. 
This oval-scction bottle from Rockwarc Glass 
replaced a round green one. 

Containers designed for reuse included, in 
March ‘68, the Maxwell House "Old English" 
coffee/storage jar in opal glass, also from Rock¬ 
warc. With a height of six inches and diameter of 
four inches, the jar was probably the largest ever 
opal glass container made in the UK, said PN. 

The pack, which included a plastics stopper, 
involved an early example of tamper evidence. As 
PN explained; "To give security in transit and 
deter pilfering, there is a band of pvc around the 
join of the lid and body. This is applied by hand

and then shrunk into place by a shrink tunnel.” 

General Foods had been having great success 
with its Maxwell House pack incorporating a 
reusable glass tumbler. The closure was a snap-oil 



seen to be slipping. At the end of l%8, lust Kil 
bride Dairy Farmers of Glasgow became the first 
dairy in the UK. to pack milk in Tctra lirik car¬ 
tons and the first in the world to experiment with 
two-pi nt cartons. Other dairies were planning to 
follow this lead, installing standard or aseptic fill 
ing equipment. 

French mineral water Virtel had moved out of 
returnable glass into an Oscar de FEmballage 
winning pvc bottle. The company required that 
the bottle should cost nu more than the glass it 
replaced. More than six years of development 
went into the launch. The bottle could be filled at 
speeds of up to 12,000 an hour. 

In-mould labelling of plastics could be 
applied to any shape of pack and any of the com 
monly-uscd blow-moulding plastics, ivunufactur 
ers were saying in June '69. Erimex and Battenfeld 
of Germany had jointly developed the Forntprim 
system, shown at interpack the month before. 

Among packs highlighted in an October ‘68 
profile of cartoning equipment specialist Jacob, 
White & Co were cartons for Mr Kipling cakes.

The 4oz 
tumbler was produced by Ravenshcad Glass and 
supplied through Johnsen & Jorgensen Ltd. 

A snug fit between bottle and closure is to bo 
expected, but the Union dc Brasseries Parisienne 
took this one step further, adapting the base of 
their beer bottles to produce a cavity which acted 
as an “opener" for the twist-off crown of a sec¬ 
ond bottle.

The deposition monitoring 
system first introduced by

I the value added by these tech¬ 
niques, the UK appears to he 
up to 15 years behind in appro¬ 
ving their benefits, says the 
press manufacturer. 

Technical awareness 

When considering any of 
these processes, or a combi¬ 
nation of them, companies 
should be aware of the tech¬ 
nical requirements from die 
earliest possible stage. Foil 
and paper specifications, the 
types of embossing and pro¬ 
duction techniques are among 
the criteria that should be 
taken into account. 

If paper is to he used it 
should be of a type with stilli- 
cietuly long fibres to hold the 
embossing well. If laminates 
are being foiled, the correct 
match of materials should be 
selected, with the correct foil 
to achieve coverage. 

: Dictnaking from artwork 

must also take account ol heat 
expansion, given the tempera¬ 
tures of 60 to 70deg C required 
for embossing and 110 to 
USdcgCfor foil stamping. 

The majoritv of cosmetics

cartons are foil stamped and 
probably embossed, too. The 
cost need not he much higher 
than ordinary litlio printing, 
and possibly less than four

Other features are 
said to be good definition lor 
embossing and accurate regis¬ 
ter for die eutliug.
